PAYMENT OUT OF PUBLIC FUNDS 


The Neutrality (War Damage to 
Property) Bill, 1941, which was intro- 
duced in the Dail on Tuesday, and the 
text of which was circulated yesterday, 
—— for payment out of public 
unds of compensation to those who 
“suffer injury to property in the State 
or its territorial waters as a con- 
sequence of an act of the armed forces of 
an external government engaged in a war 
in respect of which the State is neutral, 
or as-a consequence of an accidental 
occurrence arising from something done 
outside the State by any such armed 
force.” The measure is retrospective 
as from 26th August last. 

It has been intimated in the Dail 
that provision for compensation for 
personal injury or loss of life will be 
made by Emergency Powers Order. 

Injuries to which the bill applies 
inelude those caused by srotietiie or 
bomb; explosion, blast, fire, gas, the 
landing or falling of a foreign air- 
craft, mine explosion, a balloon emanat- 
ing from outside the State, or any 
attachment thereof. 

Persons entitled to compensation 
under the bill are those who have 
suffered loss, or their personal 
representatives. 

No compensation shall be payable to 
a local authority in respect of injury 
to a street, road, bridge, water main, 
sewer, etc, which such authority is 
required by law to maintain or repair.

APPLICATIONS FOR 
COMPENSATION 


Applications for compensation in re- 
lation to injuries caused before the 
assing of tl.e bill must be made not 
ater than three months after that 
date. 

The Minister for Finance shall con- 
sider every. application for compensa- 
tion under the bill, and shall either 
make an offer of a specified sum or 
informed the applicant in writing that 
he does not intend to make such offer.
